Doctoral students 
contend they were 
steered to well-regarded 
Institution’s ‘diploma mill’

The Chicago School of Professional Psychol- 
ogy had been Elizabeth Schmidt’s first choice 
when she began considering graduate school. 
Six months after submitting her application, 
she was accepted into its doctoral program. 

At least sort of 

In spring 2008, a school official called 
Schmidt to say she had been admitted to the 
institution’s new Los Angeles branch and 
could join its first class of students. 

“{It’s} just like the program offered at the 
Chicago campus, only warmer,” Schmidt re- 
called Dr. Michele Nealon-Woods, the L.A. 
campus’ first dean, telling her, according to 
court records. 

Schmidt said in a sworn declaration that she 
met with administrators in Chicago, where 
she says that they assured her the program 
had the necessary accreditation to launch the 
doctoral program’s first class. 

Schmidt’s statement says when she showed 
up for orientation in August 2008, she learned 
the L.A. campus’ doctoral program was not 
accredited by the APA, meaning its graduates 
would face significant professional obstacles. 

Six years after the L.A. campus opened, 
it still hasn’t earned APA accreditation. Lor 
Schmidt, this means she has paid about 
$250,000— and gone into serious debt— for 
what she describes as an inferior degree. 

Schmidt and about 25 classmates are suing 
the school in California state court, claiming 
the institution traded on the Chicago cam- 
pus’ stellar reputation to establish a “degree 
mill” in Los Angeles. 

School spokeswoman Elinor Gilbert de- 
clined to answer most questions from the Tri- 


bune because of the ongoing lawsuit, but said 
it took eight years for the Chicago campus’ 
doctoral program to get its first APA accredi- 
tation. 

The Chicago School, a nonprofit gradu- 
ate school founded in 1979 that focuses on 
psychology and related behavioral and health 
sciences, serves about 4,500 students in 
20 degree programs at three campuses and 
online, according to the institution. All of its 
campuses are accredited by the Western As- 
sociation of Schools and Colleges, a regional 
accrediting body 

But only the Chicago doctoral program 
has the highly valued APA accreditation. 

The school’s timetable was ambitious 
even under the best of circumstances, as 
institutions cannot submit their self- 
study applications until the first class 
begins its internship phase, usually 
during the third year. Once the APA re- 
ceives those documents, it typically takes an 
additional 18 months 
before the organi- 
zation reaches a 
decision. 

The students 
say in court re- 
cords that they 
were repeatedly 
assured every- 
thing remained on 
schedule and the 
program should be 
accredited before 
graduation. 

However, prob- 
lems arose during 
the students’ third 
year when they began 
applying for internships, 
many of which accepted appli- 
cants only from accredited pro 


grams. The students were given a form letter 
to provide prospective employers that ex- 
plained the accreditation status and likened 
the program to the Chicago campus, which 
has been continuously accredited since 1987. 

According to the letter, the L.A. campus 
planned to submit its accreditation applica- 
tion by Sept. I, 2012.

The school, however, failed to meet that 
timetable. According to the association, the 
L.A. campus did not submit its application 
until April 2013. 

Last August, school administrators told 
students that the association had asked the 
California branch to withdraw its 2,0 00 -page 
application “so it could further align the pro- 
gram with the APA’s model.” 

One year later— and six years after admit- 
ting the school’s first class— the L.A. campus 
has not been accredited.

Two U.S. judicial panels Tuesday injected 
new uncertainty into the future of President 
Obama’s health care law, with conflicting rul- 
ings over whether the federal government 
can subsidize health insurance for miUions of 
Americans. 

The appeals court rulings, handed down by 
three-judge panels in Washington, D.C., and 
Richmond, Va., augured a possible rematch 
before the Supreme Court, which in June 2012 
narrowly upheld the Democratic president’s 
2010 health care overhaul. 

The twin rulings fell in line with partisan dis- 
agreements over health care reform, with two 
judges appointed by Republican presidents 
deciding against the administration in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and three judges appointed 
by Democrats ruling in favor in\Trginia. 

The rulings also reignited the debate over 
Obamacare on Capitol Hill and on the cam- 
paign trail to November congressional elec- 
tions. Republican opponents of the law wel- 
comed the DC. decision as a further step 
toward dismantling Obama’s signature domes-

Brother-sister duo April 
Fools debuts hip-hop 
play ‘Lack on Lack’

In 2008, Victory Gardens Theater created its 
Ignition Festival of New Plays, a staged read- 
ing series of new works to highlight the the- 
ater’s mission of bringing diversity to its stage 
through presentation— and possible develop- 
ment of— new works by playwrights of color 
under 30. That year, it received 120 submis- 
sions and developed two plays into full pro- 
ductions, including “The Elaborate Entrance 
of Chad Deity” by Kristoffer Diaz, which 
became a Pulitzer Prize finalist and launched 
the acting career of its star, Desmin Borges 
(EX’S “You’re the Worst”). 

This year. Victory Gardens opened the call 
to all playwrights regardless of age or ethnic- 
ity and received more than 1,000 submissions. 
Seven playwrights from around the country 
were selected: Edgar Award-winner Kia Cor- 
thron, Helen Hayes Award-winner Paul Downs 
Colaizzo, Whitfield Cook Award-winner Lucas 
Hnath, Chicago native and actor-writer Brian 
Quijada and Chicagoans Ike Holter (“Exit 
Strategy”), Sarah Gubbins (“The Kid Thing”) 
and brother-sister hip-hop duo April Fools. 

The sister half is Kristiana Colon, 28, who 
appeared on Season 5 of HBO’s “Def Poetry 
Jam” and whose play “Octagon,” won the 
Arizona Theater Company’s 2014 National 
Latino Playwriting Award. Her brother, Da- 
mon Williams, 21, just graduated from Grin- 
nell College with a double major in economics 
and sociology Though the two have different 
fathers— her dad is Aid. Rey Colon (35th) and 
his is comedian Damon Williams— they grew 
up in the same household and began writing 
and performing hip-hop music together in 
2012. 

Their one-act play “Lack on Lack,” blends 
music, spoken word and comedy in a tale that 
explores a journey across Chicago— and its 
socioeconomic challenges— to plan a surprise 
birthday party for their mom. It’s part of a 


double bill with Quijada’s “Where Did We Sit 
on the Bus?,” a spoken word piece about a third 
grader’s approach to civil rights. We called Co- 
lon (a Logan Square resident) and Williams 
(who lives in Beverly) to find out more. 

The story behind the name April Fools: 
Damon Williams: Our mother’s name is April 
{Williams} and she’s an April Fools baby with 
her birthday being on the first. We wanted to 
play on the fact that we’re pseudo-intellectu- 
als— I guess Kristiana’s more of {laughs} an 
actual intellectual than I am. 

Kristiana Colon: He was always the jock. He 
was heavily into basketball and video games. 
And I was the nerdy bookworm of the family 
DW:We’ re silly and very much about break- 
ing norms, which plays into the practical 
jokey April Fools concept. 

The birth of April Fools: 

KC: It’s funny because my brother and I 
always lived together. We are six-and-a-half 
years apart and I feel like I didn’t really know 
him until he was, like, 16 . 1 guess I was, in my 
mind, still an only child. {Laughs.} And then I 
looked up and I was like, “Oh my gosh, you’re 
a person— and you’re cool!” 

DW: It started while I was still in school— I 
just graduated from Grinnell College. I went 
for basketball and that didn’t really work out; 
I didn’t want to do that anymore when I got 
out there. I needed an outlet, so I started 
poetic pieces that had a hip-hop rhythm to 
it, and my big sister had been a poet and had 
dabbled in music for probably 10 years at that 
point. So as I was starting to tap into my cre- 
ative side, I was sending stuff her way to get 
feedback and she really liked it. So around 
the Christmas holiday of 2011, we decided, 
“Hey! Why don’t we do this together and try 
to break the separation between what’s con- 
sidered poetry and what’s considered rap and 
what’s considered music?” Because we feel 
it’s all one entity and one form of creation, 
just with a little different seasoning on it. We 
were trying to break some of those walls and

April Fools was born from that. 

KC: And then I was working on a song for The 
School of the Art Institute’s freshmen orien- 
tation. Kevin Coval— who is the founder of 
the Louder Than A Bomb poetry festival— in- 
vited me to perform {with a song that would 
offer} an unconventional tour of Chicago. I 
was working on this song to welcome these 
students to Chicago, and I had written about 
half of it, and because my brother had been 


hanging around and writing poetry {laughs}, 

I gave him the assignment to write a second 
verse to the song. He fulfilled that assignment 
and that became our first music video, our 
first song, “Traffic.” And that began the jour- 
ney We launched on March 31, 2012, the day 
before our mother’s birthday We screened 
the video. We performed 30 minutes of new 
material. And then we started getting booked 
all over the city And we have been honing our

musical style since then. 

What to expect from “Lack on Lack”: 

DW: First of all, a breaking of the rules. One 
of our biggest goals is to deconstruct some 
of the decorum of theater. So we’re going to 
engage the audience in a way that is a little 
bit more vibrant and definitely more of a 
modern approach to theater. And we’re also 
mixing different art forms, so it’s not just 
traditional drama in the sense of actors on a 
stage. We’re fusing in rap music and poetry 
and a series of monologues and interactive 
pieces to have fun and be silly but address 
some of the larger societal issues that shape 
our daily lives and how we see ourselves and 
see our interactions with others. 


On how “Lack on Lack” came to be: 

KC: I submitted my play “Octagon”— which 
takes place in the world of poetry slam— to 
the Ignition Festival. It just won this very 
nice award— the 2014 National Latino Play- 
writing Award. [Artistic director] ChayTew 
emailed me and was like, “I love the play; I 
love your poetic writing. Are you working on 
anything new?” {Laughs.} He asked if there 
was anything smaller. I suspect that may be 
because “Octagon” has such a big cast that 
it was more efficient to bring in my poetic 
voice in a smaller-scale way And so he led me 
to the idea of collaborating with my brother 
on a new, sort of spoken word, hip-hop one- 
act. That’s how the idea came to fruition— 
basically, Chay [laughs] was like, “We want to 


include you. Write something new” [Laughs.] 
And I am not going to say no to Chay Yew 

What each sibling brings to the table: 

KC: My brother and I have been writing 
together collaboratively for about two years, 
and that’s only really been hip-hop thus far, 
but we’re both poets. He’s an actor— he’s 
done film and commercials; I’ve done mostly 
theater. And so we are bringing together all 
of our disparate talents to fuse together this 
one show And it’s really great that we’ve been 
asked to do this, ’cause I don’t know that 
we would have thought to [laughs] write a 
play together had we not been asked to. But 
it makes perfect sense given our individual 
strengths and who we are as an entity 

Chicago locations that appear in the show: 

KC: Harold’s Chicken. [Laughs.] The airport. 
And then we’re navigating a lot of metaphor- 
ical spaces. Not necessarily physical space 
but the space of what is violence in Chicago? 
What is housing inequity in Chicago? What 
is nutritional inequity in Chicago? 

DW: Harold’s is big in my life [laughs] on 
many levels —more than just really enjoying 
the food. It’s a Chicago staple, especially on 
the South Side. It’s kind of like our McDon- 
ald’s. So it’s something that’s very specific 
to my upbringing. But also, in “Lack on 
Lack,” we’re talking about resources and 
scarcity created by socioeconomics. And 
one of the biggest ways that that, I think, 
impacts especially the South and the West 
Side is nutrients and living in food deserts. 
And the fact that we depend too heavily on 
fried food or the corner store or chips and 
we don’t drink enough water or eat enough 
fruit and vegetables. I know that health is a 
big issue facing all Americans right now. But 
I also know that I just had four wings and 
mild sauce yesterday [laughs] so I can’t take a 
holier-than-thou position. So what we’re try- 
ing to do is address a lot of these issues, but 
also discuss how we participate in them. 

Where the title “Lack on Lack” originated: 

KC: We’re taking a very playful approach to 
unpack some big ideas that we’ve been wres- 
tling with since he [Damon] graduated with 
his [laughs] dual degree in economics and 
sociology He went off to college and he read 
lots of books and now has lots of theories 
[laughs] coming home. That’s kind of where 
the title, “Lack on Lack,” comes from. “Don’t 
lack” is a millennial urban vernacular term 
that means “don’t get caught slipping.” If you 
missed the party on Friday you’re lacking. If 
you get caught without your gun in a fight, 
you’re lacking. That is very fresh language 
right now And so we’re playing on that, but 
then we’re also exploring the literal mean- 
ing of lack and how ideas of lack in all these 
different institutional ways fuel the problems 
that we’re observing in our city 


Their parents’ influences on their careers: 

KC: Our parents are hugely supportive. My 
mom is my biggest fan. She comes to every- 
thing. ... And we’re very very blessed to come 
from a family that is not at all discouraging of 
pursuing the arts as a career. 

DW: I feel that the way I’m strongest right 
now is as a performer, being able to deliver 
my art directly And that’s because my par- 
ents — especially my mom — always pushed 
me towards the stage. I actually did a lot of 
public speaking as a child with my mother 
about economics and finances. [His mother 
teaches financial literacy and independence 
to inner city youth through community out- 
reach initiatives.] So I got very comfortable 
speaking in front of people. ... And then I 
followed my dad around and kind of grew up 
in comedy clubs and comedy shows. 

KC:My mom and my dad met in a writing class 
at Columbia College. Neither one of them 
graduated, but that’s how they fell in love. And 
so that’s very much a part of my creation myth 
... that my parents are writers. And when I was 
little, my mom was acting in plays and taking 
me to rehearsal with her. ... And they’ve been 
very supportive in terms of not being like, 

“Oh, you should get a real job.” 

Do they get nervous when April’s in the 
audience? 

KC: Definitely, when we’re putting together a 
set. I’m thinking about how my mom’s going 
to respond to us cursing. When we first start- 
ed writing, we really I think, were clinging 
to a more clean-cut image and so tried to not 
use profanity at all. [Laughs.] And we still- 
in terms of rap music— are pretty clean, but 
we have given ourselves the freedom to use 
profanity if necessary 

DW: It’s hard ’cause I’m my mom’s baby Any 
time the language goes above PG-13 [laughs], 
which I’m not afraid to do, I’m aware that my 
mom and also my mom’s friends are there. 
Issues of sexuality are always difficult onstage 
while my mom is there —it’s always weird. 
Vulgarity— I’ll drop the f-bomb. Even the 
n-word is something that I know [she] can be 
sensitive about. And I’m very political about 
my usage of the n-word and very intentional 
with it. We have differences on that topic, so 
she always has to deal with it [laughs] when 
I’m onstage. 

KC:And as a playwright, I am always infus- 
ing my writing with stories that she might 
recognize from her real life, from my real life. 
And she really has had to develop some thick 
skin in that respect, in that any time she 
comes to see anything of mine, she might see 
something shocking about herself or about 
me onstage. And it’s actually been great for 
our relationship because we’ve just got to get 
over it and keep moving. ’Cause I’m not go- 
ing to censor those things out of my writing.

“But, we wondered, can 
we do something else?” 

The Worshams, along with executive chef 
Nick Lacasse (The Drawing Room, ‘Around 
the World in 8o Plates”), have done just that 
in creating a Spanish-inflected seaside cafe 
experience inspired by recent travels.

the hungers of the world.” Lacasse and the 
Worshams honor that ideal Avith their new 
project. They have managed to create not 
so much a restaurant, but a comforting and 
inspiring respite.

O n the first full song 
(“Influence”) of 
Jurassic 5’s major label 
debut (2000’s “Quality Control”), 
the group claimed they could 
“rock shows with no rehearsal.”

Hip-hop exists now 
for these kids in away that it didn’t exist for 
the original batch of us that started {listen- 
ing and creating}. Kids are born into the 
world not knowing what an encyclopedia is.

The developers behind “World of Tanks: 
Xbox 360 Edition” often hear the same line 
from Xbox owners whoVe downloaded and 
played the online tank combat game. 

“They say ‘OK, this demo is great, but 
when is it actually coming out?’ And we’re 
like, ‘No, you don’t understand, it’s a free 
game,’ ” said Mike McDonald, general 
manager of Wargaming Chicago-Baltimore 
(formerly Day i Studios) in the West Loop. 
‘And they’re like, ‘Wait, what do you mean 
it’s free? Is there something wrong with it?’ ” 

Don’t worry, “World of Tanks: Xbox 360 
Edition” isn’t a digital Trojan Horse or a 
secret surveillance plot by the NS A. It’s the 
first in a new wave of titles hitting home 
consoles that bypass the traditional way 
of buying games. Instead of running to the 
store and ponying up $60 for a physical box 
containing a disc to be slipped into an Xbox 
or PlayStation, users download the game 
directly to their system’s hard drive and take 
the controls of a virtual World War Il-era 


tank without spending a dime. 

It’s called free-to-play gaming, though the 
free part of the term comes with an asterisk. 
Players aren’t forced to cough up money, 
but are strongly encouraged to make small 
purchases of in-game currency, or, as is the 
case in “World of Tanks,” additional vehicles 
and maps. It’s a model that has dominated 
the PC, smartphone and tablet gaming 
market over the past several years. Two free- 
to-play computer games alone— “League 
of Legends” and “Dota 2”— accounted for 
a quarter of all PC gameplay time spent 
by the 28 million members of the video 
game social networking site Raptr in June. 
That’s peanuts, however, compared to the 
98 million users matching colorful candy on 
their mobile devices in “Candy Crush Saga.” 

Those are impressive numbers, but it’s the 
mindboggling amount of cash that gamers 
have spent on microtransactions that have 
really lit up the eyes of game companies. 
“Clash of Clans” maker Supercell revealed in 
Lebruary that it made $892 million last year 


from a pair of smartphone and tablet games, 
and “Candy Crush Saga” developer King 
reported $1.9 billion in revenue in 2013 — 
almost five times the earnings of box office 
hit “The Hunger Games: Catching Lire.” 

But Sony and Microsoft’s home consoles 
remained immune to the charms of free-to- 
play when Cyprus-based game developer 
Wargaming approached Chicago’s Day i 
Studios in mid-2012 about the possibility 
of bringing its popular “World of Tanks” 
PC game to the Xbox 360. Day i, who 
previously worked on the “MechAssault” 
series, impressed with its ability to switch 


gears from games about giant weaponized 
robots to armored fighting vehicles; 
Wargaming purchased Day i in December 
2012 for a reported $20 million and renamed 
it Wargaming West, and then, more recently. 
Wargaming Chicago-Balitmore. 

Since then, the studio has worked 
exclusively on “World of Tanks: 360 
Edition,” despite the fact that the game was 
officially launched in Lebruary It continues 
to fix bugs and introduce monthly updates 
with bonus features. It recently introduced 
weather patterns so players can steer their 
steel behemoths through driving rain or

snow, and a Fourth of July promotion added 
a red, white and blue Freedom Tank into the 
mix of 240 different vehicles. 

Some changes are based on player 
demands, while others are the result of an 
analytics team located in Austin, Texas, that 
parses nearly every shot fired or virtual mile 
driven. The programming team uses that 
information to tweak the game accordingly 

“The coolest thing now is getting to see 
the customers’ response immediately and 
then you can do stuff about it,” said Denny 
Thorley Wargaming Chicago-Baltimore’s 
SVP of product development. ‘And so it’s 
kind of a process of, OK, this is what we 
think players are doing, this is what they’re 
saying on the forums that they’re doing— 
but then this is what they’re actually doing. 
It’s incredibly helpful.” 

Wargaming Chicago-Baltimore senior 
sound designer Brendan Blewett said he can’t 
imagine going back to the old way of making 
games. “Traditionally, you’ve had this boxed 
copy of a game, where you have a deadline, 
and then you put it out and cross your fingers 
and hope it’s good,” Blewett said. “But this 
is pretty cool, because it’s like being able to 
change a movie after it’s released. This is 
more of a service than a product.” 

The jury remains out, however, on the 
possibility of “World of Tanks: 360 Edition” 
or its free-to-play console competitors 
matching the success of some of the heavy

hitters on PC and mobile platforms. 

“Thus far, it’s not taking off as a revenue 
model for console,” said Dennis Fong, CEO 
of Raptr. “The leading examples are ‘DC 
Universe’ and ‘World of Tanks,’ but they’re 
the exception, not the rule, on console.” 

“{Digital distribution is] still a foreign 
concept to a lot of people,” Wargaming 
Chicago-Baltimore executive producer TJ 
Wagner said. “They can’t go down to Best 
Buy or wherever and buy it, so they don’t 
really know about it.” 

Wargaming wouldn’t reveal the amount 
of cash that players have invested in “World 
of Tanks: 360 Edition,” but Thorley pointed 
to one important metric that indicated the 
health of the game: the growing number of 
jobs at the studio. 

“We’ve been growing like crazy. We were 
at like 36 people in December 2012, we’re 
about 130 people now and we’re hiring 50 or 
more people {within the next] year,” he said. 
“So yeah, we’re pretty optimistic and we’re 
going to continue to grow as the demand for 
the product continues to grow.”
